Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant inquired as to the status of the case. Examiner reminded 
applicant of terminal disclaimer not received for serial number 10/050196 that was allowed on 5/25/05. Further, the 
examiner pointed out several 1 12 1st and 2nd paragraph problems with the claims that have not been previously 
rejected. The 1 12 1st paragraph problem is with claim 66. The claim recites that the aqueous mixture has a hydrogen 
peroxide concentration of less than 15% by weight of the mixture. These words do not appear in the instant 
specification and there is an example on page 12 of the specification in table 3 where 17/14% of hydrogen peroxide is 
employed in a composition. Regarding the 1 12 1st paragraph problems, claims 67, 68 and 69 recite the word 
"approximately". Use of the word approximately renders the metes and bounds of the claims unclear. Claims 62 and 
75 are objected to because of the use of the word TRIS which is a trademark name. Applicant indicated that he would 
correct claims 62, 67-69 and 75. Cliam 66 has not been resolved . 
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
